or kill protected birds at any time. 


Can't Hunt at Night. 


It is unlawful to hunt bird, deer, 


wild turkey, wild ducks, geese, brant 
or other aquatic bird or fowl between 
dark and daylight. 


It is unlawful to sell or barter game . 


birds or animals at any time of the 
year, and for common carriers 
to 


ship or to transport game birds or ani- 
mals without ascertaining if the per- 
son offering the shipment has a li- 
cense and without requiring the per- 
son shipping the game to accompany 
the shipment. 


It is unlawful for any persons who 


has not a license to hunt game or^1 


carry birds or game within the state. 


It is unlawful for a hunter to enter 


upon posted lands of another to hunt 
without having permission to do so. 


It Is unlawful to take more than 


one deer, two turkeys, twenty quail 
or twenty-five other birds in one day, 
and for one man to kill more than 
three deer, ten turkeys, or three hun- 
dred of any other game bird species 
durfng open season. 
, It is unlawful to hunt ruffled grouse 
(pheasant), Mongolian, Chinese or 
English pheasant or other imported 
game birds except November 20 to 
December 20. 


Deer may be hunted from Novem- 


ber 20 to March 10, but the use of 
any artifical light in hunting or kill- 
ing deer in unlawful. 


Squirrel may be killed from Octo- 


ber 1, to March 1.

It is unlawful for anyone to take 


or destroy the'nests or eggs of any 
wild birds, or to buy, sell or offer for 
sale any protected bird or any pan of 
the plumage, sum or body ol a, pro- 
tected, bird. 


It is unlawful to use traps, snares, 


dead-falls, baiting and the like to take 
or kill protected birds at any time. 


Can't Hunt at Night. 


It is unlawful to hunt bird, deer, 


wild turkey, wild ducks, geese, brant 
or other aquatic bird or fowl between 
dark and daylight. 


It is unlawful to sell or barter game . 


birds or animals at any time of the 
year, and for common carriers 
to 


ship or to transport game birds or ani- 
mals without ascertaining if the per- 
son offering the shipment has a li- 
cense and without requiring the per- 
son shipping the game to accompany 
the shipment. 


It is unlawful for any persons who 


has not a license to hunt game or71 


carry birds or game within the state. 


It is unlawful for a hunter to enter 


upon posted lands of another to hunt 
without having permission to do so. 


It Is unlawful to take more than 


one deer, two turkeys, twenty quail 
or twenty-five other birds in one day, 
and for one man to kill more than 
three deer, ten turkeys, or three hun- 
dred of any other game bird species 
durfng open season. 


It is unlawful to hunt ruffled grouse 


(pheasant), Mongolian, Chinese 
or 


English pheasant or other imported 
game birds except November 20 to 
December 20. 


Deer may be hunted from Novem- 


ber 20 to March 10, but the use of 
any artlflcal light in hunting or kill- 
ing deer in unlawful. 


Squirrel may be killed from Octo- 


ber 1, to March 1.
